Many Members at Meeting 
Expressed Views Upon 
Controversial Topic 

That professionalism has done more 
harm th.Tn puod lo .iport wn.s the con- 
clUKlon .vrlved at last night by those 
present at the Cercle Français meet- 
ing, who passed judgment upon a 
keenly-contested debate between four 
of the members. After the vote had 
been taken the pre.sklent declared the 
meeting open for ilisciisslon. and the 
speakers were immediately bombarded 
by a siorm of questions. The ques- 
tioners in turn were submitted to fur- 
ther int«iTOBatlon by other members, 
and the result was one of the most 
entertaining and lively discueslona In 
the history of the Cercle. Some very 
original opinions were expressed upon 
the Eubject, particularly by Professors 
Mcssac and McCuIloch, who joined 
heartily in the argument. 

Uinde and Brown upheld the affir- 
mative of the proposition "Kesolvcd 
that -profeaBionaJlBm ■ -'has •• done- more 
harm than good to sport", against 
ICJng and Slapack who argued for the 
negative. Lande opened the debate, 
dealing with the influence of profes- 
sionalism on amateur sport. He stated 
that if the present tendency towards 
professionalism contlniiM, many other 
sports will follow in the footsteps of 
ba.seball and become merely and In- 
dustry. He also emphasized the feel- 
ing created among sportsmen by the 
'ifpn/tuK! of .sucli persons us Lenglen, 
Bderle ;i.nd Red Grange to the monlod 
ranks. 

King, speaking for the negative, 
stressed the fact thai professional 
sport offcrK far. more .spectacular con- 
tests to the public ih.-iii amateur «port 
can ever hope to do. Again, ho Haid, 
all the noted coaches and authors of 
authoritative books on various spurts 
are profesalonals, and their i xperleiice 
and example provide a ceiliilii guide- 
lor ainaleucH to follow. 

Ui'tiwii then undertook the defence 
of li.e proposition, treating the influ- 
ence of extreme |)rofe8i<iunuliHm upon 
sport in general. He mulntaincd that

Mr. P. h. Pratlcy, M 
the firm of Mnimsirrat 
consulting and designing engineers for 
the South Shore Bridge, Icutured lust 
nighl 10 the Science undergraduates on 
the work and problpma Involved In the 
construction of the bridge from Mont- 
real to the South Shore. 

After being introduced by IJcan 
Mackay, of the l^'aculty of Science, the 
speaker began with a history of bridge 
building around the St. Lawrence 
river, tn 186". several movements 
were underway to construct a Uoyal 
Albert brhlge, but those .soon failed. 
However, In JKilT, when the Victoria 
Hrldge had already been constructed 
for quite a number of years, some de- 
signs u-crc demanded from the lea<llng 
engineers of the time In order to build 
ÎI new one. TlicKe iiiidprtaklng.s also 
failed and the matter was left till after 
the War. In 1320, plans were drawn 
up for the construction of another 
bridge In order to relieve the conges- 
tion which had taken place on the Vic- 
toria Bridge. The invention of the 
nutoTAnbile forrcd- ihl.s situation, the 
speaker said, and finally, two years 
ago; . suitable site was found for the 
present development. 

Mr. Pratley'suppleme ntcd Iil.s lecture 
with the use of slides. The South 
Shore Bridge, he atated, when com- 
pleted, would be one of the largest in 
the world. It will bo a little over two 
miles in length and will wolgh 110,000 
tons. The style of this magnlflcant 
structure, from the design, is known 
as a "K-type", cantilever bridge. The 
river will be sp<-inned by GO piers, while 
the height, from the water, will be 
higher than that of the .Mount Uoyal 
Hotel. This last statement was illus- 
trated by a scale drawing on a .xlirlc. 
The central span alone is to he l.ooo 
feet in width. 

The highway proper will consist of a 
road for vehicles and the like, which 
will alUiw fdbr large trucks lo puss 
each other simultaneously. On cither 
side tit this road will be street car 
llnofj, and a special thornugiit'are for 
pfjde.strians, thereby ensuring their 
.safety. The piers are all to be of 
concrete. 

Among the slides that were shown 
by Mr. Pratley, were soviirul demons- 
trating the i.-oM.slrucllOM work. .Many 
tugs, barges, floats, and urntics are 
l)<;lng used lo haul up the necessiiry 
etiulpment, while steel caissons, the 
largest ever built, weighing 55,000 tons 
apiece, are u.sed to lay a foundation 
belo-iv the Wfilcr. 'I'li.: accuracy with 
which lliH iijiiiiiiuiloM.s are being laid 
desorve high jiralse, he salil. "liidoed," 
be (•onilnued, "Canada may well be 
proud of this new addition to her list 
ol i-iigineerliiK structures."
